An unknown white man wan found
drowned yesterday afternoon at Lombard
street wharf. He was apparently about forty-fiv- e

years of age, 5 feet 8 inches in height,
and was clad in a brown coat, vest and pants,
and low shoes. He had sandy hair, and
weighed about 200 pounds.
